A nove! metbod of towing canal 
barges, in which the towboat, whicb 
can be exceptionally suull, operates 
ona snbinergee’ r rail, has been recently 
tried out on the Dortiound-Eins canal. 
Germany, sys Popular Mechanics. Be 
cause of the economy and simplicity 
of the system and for the reason that 
it minimizes the disturbance of the 
bottom aud sides of. the canal, thus 
eliminating dredging to a great extent, 
it is said that it may take the place 
of all other systems tu Germany 

The single rail on which the tow- 
boat runs is loosely anchored at the 
bottom of the canal in such a manner 
tbat it can be easily lifted even bigher 
than the surface of the water when 
repairs are to be made without dis- 
turbing any of its joints or anchorage,
